cess was given to his own efforts and 
he soon came to be known as one who 
♦as competent for each position, he 
was caned upon to fil). 
fou r years ago he purchased a coun­ 
try home at Milibrook and a planta­ 
tion, algo. He established an adva&c 
ing business, which included a 
store 
from which he advwwred goods to far­ 
mers, white and black. 
The» crisis 
came at the end of the agricultural 
season last year and all farmers lost. 
Candler was po exception, but no one 
thought he had lest the bank’s money. 
It had been reported that a prpminent 
financier of Montgomery, who had no 
connection with the bank, was putting 
up the money for his operations. 
Examiner after examiner visited the 
Exchange National 
Bank and made 
examinations of its books. No defal­ 
cation was discovered, but now there 
is wonderment over this fact because 
Candler had made not one false entry. 
The books were found to be out 
of 
balance to the amount of the. bank's 
loss.
